The temporarily reduced rate of I 
per cent on Land Bank Commissioner 
loans is also continued until July I, 
1040, Mr. Gibbon said. 
"The temporary interest 
reduction

Fog, the dread enemy of seafar­ 
ing men added more victims 
to 
the 
heavy toll of lives it has taken when 
the coastwise steamer 
Fairfax ram ­ 
med and sank the oil tan ker I’inthis 
near Boston in June, 1930. Forty-sev­ 
en lives were lost 
in 
the 
tragedy. 
Many more would have died had it 
not been for tin* coolheaded 
sailors 
and U. S. Marines whose heroic ef­ 
forts saved many of the panic-strick­ 
en passengers. 
Several naval men were aboard as 
passengers when the Fairfax steamed 
her way across 
M assachusetts 
Bay 
through the fog. There was a sudden 
crash, followed by a terrific explosion 
and a volcanic burst of fire. 
T error gripped most of the passen­ 
gers on the Fairfax. They screamed 
and ra n madly about the decks. Wo­ 
men and children were trampled, and 
some plunged into the inferno of blas 
ing gasoline floating en the surface 
of the water. The training of the Navy 
men and Marines asserted itself and 
they struggled to calm 
the 
nulling 
mob. 
One group of enlisted men battled 
the flames. 
Others aided passengers 
who were trapped on Hie upper d vk 
to the safety of the deck below. One 
m arine 
climbed 
the 
flame-wrapped 
m ast to repair the radio antenna The 
entire how and i>ortside of the Fair­ 


fax w as a seething furnace. 
During the four hours they battled 
the flames and their subsequent rescue 
by the steam er Gloucester, bluejackets 
and Marines lived up to the highest 
traditions of 
their calling 
winning 
the unstinted prttise of passengers and 
crew alike. They disclaimed all credit, 
merely doing, as they put it, “w hat 
we were expected to do.’’

The first is tile person physically un­ 
fit to drive a car or possessing a car 
that is unsafe. Stricter licensing and 
inspection laws will take this jierson 
away from tile wheel of a car or ins 
dangerous car out of bis hands so that 
he cannot kill himself and others. 
A second class responsible for ac­ 
cidents is the thoughtless or foolish 
person, either motorist or pedestrian, 
who is not aw are of tin* dangers of 
the highways. Education to impress 
him with actual facts is the tiest means 
of handling him, and he will probably 
prove the most difficult element in a 
safety program. The careless person 
is one who doesn't believe he can have 
an accident. 
Tho third class, the person indif­ 
ferent to the safety of others, 
is 
a 
minority element 
on 
the 
highways, 
all of us are inclined to hope and be­ 
lieve. He can be dealt with only by 
prosecution in the courts and by the 
infliction 
of severe penalties. 
Laws 
devoid of loopholes, efficient enforce­ 
ment officers, diligent prosecutors and 
good juries will be required to con­ 
vict tin* culpable motorist. Such an 
offender 
need 
not be 
regarded
